Russian Flier Is Himself 
Castaway After Seeing 
Long-Missing Trio. 


ICEBREAKER MAY GET

Five From Soviet Plane Are 
Forced to Make Way 
Along Seacoast. 


Rome, July 11 (A.P.).—The Soviet 
aviator Chukanovsky was stranded on 


sthe ice north of Spitzbergen after 1lo- 


cating three men thought to be sur- 
vivors of the Italia, says the official 
communique covering the Nobile res- 
cue operations. 

The Russian ice breaker Krasasin in- 
formed the Citta Di Milano that the 
Soviet aviator after locating the men 
ran into a fog bank. 

He was unable to find the Krassin 
and turned toward the coast of North- 
east Land, landing near Cape Platen 
and damaging his plane. The five per- 
sons aboard the plane reached the 
coast. They have a long range radio 
station and food for 15 days. 

Radio communication between five 
survivors of the Italia stranded near 
Foyn Island and the Citta Di Milano 
was reestablished today. There had 
been no communication with them 
since July 6. 


Ship to the Rescue, 


Aboard Russian Ice Breaker Krassin, 
in Arctic, July 11 (A.P.)—The Krassin 
tonight was making 4 miles an hour 
through a broken ice field in a des- 
perate effort to save Dr. Finn Malmgren 
and his two companions, who were dis- 
covered on the ice today after being 
missing for 42 days. 

It was hoped that if the difficulties 
met with did not increase the men 
could be reached some time during the 
night, or at least not later than noon 
Thursday. 

Dr. Malmgren, leader of the walking 
party of the Nobile expedition, and his 
comrades were discovered today by the 
Russian aviator, Chukhnovsky, on the 
lce about 20 miles from the vessel's 
position. 

Hope that the party, which consisted 
of Dr. Malmgren, Capt. Alberto Mariano, 
pilot of the Italia, and Capt. Filippo 
Zappi, navigator, still were alive had 
been virtually abandoned. They set 
out 42 days ago from the ice floe upoa 
which the Italia survivors were ma- 
rooned, and nothing had been heard ot 
With only 50 pounds of 
food and no ammunition, it was be- 
lieved that they must surely have 
perished. 

The Russian aviator, engaged in a 
reconnaisance to the northward of the 
Krassin in the slight hope that he 
might learn something of their disap- 
pearance, suddenly saw three dots upon 
the ice. He circled about them and 
two of them, moving, revealed them- 
selves to be men. 


Is Unable to Land. 


They frantically waved flags and the 
aviator again circled in an effort to 
find a landing place. He was unsuc- 
cessful and was forced to return to the 
Krassin without any attempt at rescue.

Rain, Hail and Gale Work 
Havoc at Frederick, Md. 


Masonic Temple’ and City Mills Unroofed by Storm; 
Uprooted Trees Wreck Autos; Streets Are Flooded; 
Mercury at 93 in Capital.

Frederick, Md., July 11.—Sweeping 
over the city from the north, a tor- 
rential rainstorm, accompanied by 
winds of terrific velocity and hail 
stones as large as hen eggs, struck this 
city at 6 o’clock tonight and continued 
for three hours, leaving in its wake 
battered homes, flooded streets, crushed 
automobiles and uprooted trees. There 
were no fatalities. 

The Masonic Temple and the city 
mills, which were unroofed, suffered the 
major property losses. The storm 
broke so quickly those persons on the 
streets barely had time to reach safety, 
while those in the homes were show- 
ered with flying glass in many instances 
when they attempted to close the shut- 
ters on their homes. . 

The city parks resembled a war-torn 
area, with trees uprooted, benches 
bowled over and debris from other sec- 
tions of the city piled in heaps. A 
hasty check showed a score or more of 
automobiles which were crushed when 
trees toppled on them and a large 
amount of poultry was killed. The 
streets in outlying sections of the city 
were flooded in some instances to a 
depth of 2 feet. Automobile traffic 
along the highways was tied up for 


more than three hours, No svtimate 


of the damage done has been made by 
city officials. 

Sections east and west of the ctiy 
were struck by the storm, but of less 
severity. The storm passed south and 
did not spend its fury until reaching 
sections close to the outskirts of Wash- 
ington.

Natives Start Bush Fire to 
Drive Out White Motor- 
Truck Expedition.

Victoria Falls, South Africa, July 11. 
After many exciting adventures, the 
expedition through the Kalahari Des- 
ert today reached Victoria Falls after 
traversing 1,000 miles of desert, swamps 
and forests. We discovered an enor- 
mous, rich ranching country in the 
middle of the desert. Herds of wild- 
beeste, zebra, giraffe and lions and a 
few bushmen are the only inhabitants. 
I+ is equal to the best South Ameri- 
can ranching land. 

The bushmen were suspicious of our 
expedition and to prevent us from 
getting out started a bush—fire over 
a front of twelve miles, which swept 
toward us and our two motor trucks 
and stores of petrol. Only by racing 
the cars through the sand and thorn 
bushes and luckily discovering an un- 
burning portion did we escape. 

The six white men comprising the 
expedition had to travél day and night 
without sleep in order to traverse this, 
the worst territory in Africa. We were 
the first white men to accomplish this 
journey. Natives whom we met fied 
from us in terror.

Two SAILORS ARRESTED 


Mrs. Helen Downs, 26 years old, wife 
of Aubrey Downs, of 214 North Royal 
street, Alexandria, was killed ar. her 
mother, Mrs. Benjamin Brown, of Lor- 
ton, and her 5-year-old son, Woodrow 
Downs, were injured when the automo- 
bile criven by Mrs. Downs was struck 
at Woodridge, Fairfay County, shortly 
after 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, by 
a car occupied by two sailors, Earl Sul- 
livan and Vilas Sullivan, of Norfolk. 

According to an acc-unt of the accl- 
dent told the Alexandria police, Mrs. 
Downs was driving; toward that city 
when the machine occupied by the two 
sailors, who are brothers, suddenly’ ap- 
peared from a side road and collided 
with the Downs car, practically wreek- 
ing it. Mrs. Downs suffered a frac- 
tured skull and died shortly after 
reaching the Alexandria Hospital. 

Her mother, Mrs. Brown, sustained 
severe cuts and bruises, and the boy, 
the eldest of her three children, suf- 
fered a badly cut lip. Two smaller 
children, both girls, who were in the 
machine, escaped with slight bruises. 

Mrs. Brown and the other members 
of the party were brought to the Alex- 
andria Hospital by a passing motorist, 
W. H. Gillett, of St. Augustine, Fla., 
and were treated by Dr. C. A. Amos. 
The body of Mrs Downs was taken to 
Demaine’s undertaking establishment. 
The-two younger children were taken 
to their home. Mrs. Brown and the 
boy remained at the hospital for treat- 
ment. ‘ 

The two sailors were placed under 
arrest by Haywood Durrer and Hill 
Davis, State traffic policemen, and 
were taken to the Fairfax County Jail, 
where they are being held on charges 
of violating the State traffic law, col- 
liding and reckless driving. They are 
also held for investigation. 

City Coroner T. Marshall Jones 
viewed the body of Mrs. Downs and 
will hold an invest at 11 o’clock this 
morning. The sailors will be brought 
here by Fairfax County police for the 
inquest.

New National Chairman 
Business Leader; Not 
in Politics Before. 


JONES IS SUCCEEDED 
BY HERBERT LEHMAN 


Group of Political Advisers Is 
Selected at Once by the 
New Official. 


New York, July 11 (A.P.).—A leader 
in the business and industrial world— 
John J. Raskob, of General Motors 
Corporation and E. I. du Pont de 
Néemours—will direct Gov. Smith’s cam- 
paign for the Presidency. 

Raskob, who never has been active 
politically and who is listed in “Who's 
Who” as a Republican, was named te 
succeed Clem Shaver, as chairman. of 
the Democratic national committee, at 
a harmonious organization meeting of 
the committee here today. He is a 
close friend of the presidential nomi- 
nee, who suggested his selection. 

Born in New York State at Lockport, 


| the new chairman calls Claymont, Del., 


his home. He also has a summer resi-e- 
aence at Centreville Md., where Gov. 
Smith went last Saturday to attend 
the funeral of one of his sons, killed 
in an automobile accident. 

Given wide power by the national 
committee in the conduct of the came- 
paign, Mr. Raskob immediately ap- 
pointed Herbert Lehman, New York in- 
vestment banker, as director of finance, 
succeeding Jesse H. Jones, of Houston. 
He also was authorized to name an 
advisory committee and without delay 
announced the selection of Senator 
Gerry, of Rhode Island, as its chairman, 


Warns of Mudslinging. 


Raskob, small of stature and mild- 
mannered, was a “dark horse” for the 
committee chairmanship. Until today 
Senator Gerry and a few others had 
figured mainly in speculation. His ap- 
pointment was proposed by Josiah 
Marvel, of Delaware, at the meeting, 
which lasted only 45 minutes. 

The new chairman’s first act was to 
deliver a brief speech in which ‘1e warne 
ed the Democrats against mudslinging 
in the coming campaign, declared that 
the party never had enjoyed such prose 
pects of success at the polls, and asserte 
ed that Smith, if elected, could be de- 
pended upon to show constructive lead- 
ership in the direction of the Nation’s 
affairs. 

He also describee the nominee as a 
friend of the farmer, and referred to the 
prohibition question without mincing 
words. 

“If, as a resuit of careful study,” 
Raskob said, “he can evolve a plan for 
the regulation and control of the liquor 
question in a way that will absolutely

—and restore temperate life in our 
country, then all fair-minded men must 
admit his rights, if not his duty, as 
President, to promulgate such a plan, 
and to advocate such changes in our 
laws and Constitution as may be neces- 
sary for its adoption.” 

Nominees Not Present. 


Contrary to expectations neither Gov. 
Smith nor his running mate, Senator 
Robinson, attended the brief committee 
session.

Justice Bailey Takes Injunc-

HART AND COLLADAY 
’ ARGUE ON REGULATION 


Court Questions Authority of 
Commissioners to Issue Any 
Such Order. 


The application of the New Willard 
Hotel, the Hotel Washington, the 
Powhatan Hotel and the Raleigh Hotel 
for an injunction against the Commis- 
sioners to prevent the carrying out of 
the® order establishing public hack- 
stands on the street frontage of these 
hotels was taken under advisement 
yesterday by Justice Batey in Equity 
Caurt, together, with the motions of 
the Commissioners to dismiss the in- 
junction bills. 

During the hearing the court ex- 
pressed the opinion that a public hack- 
stand is a nuisance, and that there ex- 
isted a grave doubt as to the authority 
of the Commissioners to assign any of 
the street frontage to any one other 
than the user of the property back of 
the curb line. 


Colladay Questions Power. 


Edward F. Colladay, of counsel for 
the hotels, informed the court that 
ths, Commissioners had no power to 
take away any of the frontage involv- 
ed and that the hotels were, by reason 
of the nature of their business, en- 
titled to the use of the street frontage 
for their own vehicles and those of 
their guests. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Ring- 
gold Hart went back to the days of 
horses and carriages and cited a Court 
of Appeals case involving the Willard 
in which the court stated that the 
hotel had a right to the street space 
for its vehicles, and those of its guest¢, 
but such a right was subject to a 
reasonable control by the Commis- 
sioners and also subject to the right 
of the public to make some use of 
that particular street space. 

Mr. Hart declared that he could see 
no difference in the nuisance created 
by a taxicab not connected with a hotel 
and one that was so connected. 

Moreover, Mr. Hart declared, Con- 
gress empowered the Commissioners to 
use their own discretion as to the loca- 
tion of hackstands and that the courts 
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for that of the Commissioners. 
According to Mr. Hart's argument 
only a very small portion of the total 
street frontage of any of the hotels had 
been designated as a public hackstand. 
Mr. Colladay stated that since the 
Commissioners issued the order com- 
plained of it had been revoked as to 
the Ralegih Hotel, as it caused inter- 
ference with the delivery of coal.

Charles F. Ferry Fires Two 
Bullets Into Body of 
Haller Kerlin. 


CAUGHT AFTER STRUGGLE 


Drawing a revolver from beneath the 
folds of his coat while attendants were 
preparing to lock him up in punish- 
ment for a parole violation, Charles F. 
Ferry, 46 years old, a mental patient 
at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, yesterday 
fired two bullets into the body of Hal- 
ler Kerlin, 26 years old, a guard at the 
institution, and fled. He was recap- 
tured after a struggle at the entrance 
to the hospital grounds by Kerlin and 
F. G. Pilkerton. 

The shooting occurred when Kerlin 
and Pilkerton were searching the pa- 
tient in the bathroom of No. 4 building. 
Three shots were fired at the attend- 
ant, and Ferry continued to discharge 
the weapon as he filed. 

Kerlin was treated at the department 
of medicine and surgery. He will prob- 
ably recover, it was said. 

Ferry has been an inmate of the in- 
stitution for about four years. During 
part of that time he had been given 
ground parole, but had not been per- 
mitted to leave the reservation, hos- 
pital authorities said. Recently his 
parole was revoked when some letters 


written by Ferry were brought to the 
attention of officials.

BECAUSE OF FATALISM 


Stultz and Gordon Broadcast 
Couple of Jokes; “Lindy” 
Song Makes Hit.

Those who braved the heat indoors 
last night to listen to Miss Amelia Ear- 
hart tell the whole country for the 
first time the story of her transatlan- 
tic flight were doubtless quick to real- 
ize that she was one woman out of a 
thousand whose voice was a credit to 
her over the air. Surely here is a 
member of the fair sex who has a 


her if she desires to avail herself of it. 

Altogether her short talk from Mad- 
ison Square Garden in New York at 
& public reception given to her by the 
Chrysler automobile company and heard 
in Washington through Station WRC of 
the National Broadcasting Co. was one 
of the most interesting events of the 
season, 

As‘has been the case in previous in- 
terviews, Miss Earhart seemed to spend 
most of the time giving credit for her 
fame to others. First it was to the 
Hon. Mrs. Frederick Guest, formerly 
Miss Amy Phipps, of Pittsburgh, for 
having backed the flight, and then to 
Wilmer Stultz and Lou Gordon, the 
pilots. 

“It was a chance of a lifetime and I 
eagerly took it,” Miss Earhart said, 
speaking with a remarkably fine New 
England accent for one who was born 
in Atchison, Kans., the home town of 
Ed. Howe. “However, there is one 
regret I have, and that is because I 
happened to be the first woman to 
cross the Atlantic that I had to be 
turned into a sort of a sideshow curios- 
ity, and the two boys who got me across 
had to be put into the background. 


Explains How It Feels. 


“I have often been asked how it felt 
to go to Europe,in an airplane, It 
doesn't feel differgnt than going any 
other place in an airplane excepting 
that there is more of it. At no time 
was it possible to talk on account of 
the roaring engines. 

“I have so often been asked if I was 
afraid. It would be more natural if 
I were to say yes, but my reply is that 
I just wasn't afraid. It was not cour- 
age but simply a state of mind. Once 
we had accepted the risk we became 
fatalists. 

“I confess that I never felt less tired 
than when I looked out of the door 
of the fuselage onto the green shores 
of Wales. And here one of the mgst 
humorous inciderts of the entire trip 
occurred. We saw three men working 
on a roadway nearby. 

“We shouted a greeting which they 
returned but almost immediately they 
went back to their work. Those honest 
Welshmen were about the only people 
we have encountered who appeared 
genuinely uninterested in the fiight of 
the Friendship.” 


Humor by Her Pilots. 


Following Miss Earhart, Wilmer 
Stultz could be heard getting a big 
laugh from those assembled in the 
Garden by remarking: 

“Lou and I are probably the first 
chauffeurs in history to take a lady 
to a party and then be asked to go to 
the party with her.” Lou Gordon was 
heard to say: “Seeing the kind of re- 
ception we are receiving here, makes 
me wonder what the first man will 
get who flies to the moon and back.” 
Radio listeners last night also had 
the opportunity of hearing for the 
first time a new song written at the 
request of the Chrysler people espe- 
cially for the occasion: “Lady Lindy— 
We Are All for You.” Not because we 
happened to be charmed by Miss Ear- 
hart’s talk, but because of the real 
swing and tune of this composition, 
we predict that this will quickly be- 
come the song hit of the summer. 
Washingtonians, however, found 
themselves in a receptive mood musi- 
cally, due to the fact, as was the case 
With the broadcasting of the Repub- 
lican . national convention, that the 
program started off with the familiar 
strains of Sousa’s “Washington Post 
March.” 


Some Other Features. 


Not the least entertaining feature to 
radio listeners was the taking of the 
flashlight at the concbusion of the 
program. It is a good thing the an- 
nouncer explained that was what they 
were doing, for from the excited voices 
of, we suppose, the newspaper photog- 
raphers, it sounded more as if Miss 
Earhart had suddenly plunged from 
her famous airplane and a few hun- 
dred hearties with hoarse voices were 
trying to rescue her. 

There was, however, a final rever- 
berating boom of the flashlight bomb 
which came over the air into the Cap- 
ital as if it might have been the last 
gun in the World Whr. We were then 
somewhat relieved to hear Miss Ear- 
hart say, laughingly, above the din: 
“Now what do you want me to do.” 

Thus it seemed to radio listeners 
this lady, who had the courage to start 
for England with a toothbrush as her 
Only baggage, was equal to almost any 
occasion. Likewise she offered the 
only real assurance we evar heard to 
travelers who hesitate to cross the At- 
lantic because of the fear of seasick- 
ness. It is to go in an airplane, for, 
as she told us last night, she made the 
trip without hardly even seeing the 
ocean, much less being bothered by it.

go back on the administration’s atti- 
tude in any way, but the more all 
things are considered there is ground 
for belief that his farm relief pro- 
nouncement will come as quite a-sur- 
prise. So far as the equalization fee 
is concerned, it has been abandoned 
by the Democrats, at least in name. At 
least, one definite thought that Mr. 
Glenn got out of the conference with 
Mr. Hoover was that he does not look 
upon the farm situation as lightly as 
does Chairman Work, or, rather, as 
lightly as Dr. Work was first quoted 
as viewing it. He subsequently said 
the wrong impression had been ob- 
tained. 

There comes back to mind in con- 
nection with Mr. Hoover's farm atti- 
tude, his apparent broadening attitude, 
rather, the story that Mrs. McCormick 
kept telling at Kansas City, that Mr. 
Hoover had written a letter saying he 
and the President were not exactly 
in accord on farm relief. Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick apparently forgot her prom- 
ise, in the pressure of her stop-Hoover 
work, to produce the letter. 


Anxious to Quit Cabinet. 


Seemingly giving some substance to 
the existence of such a letter, though, 
are the indications that Mr. Hoover is 
very anxious to get out of the Cabinet, 
unusually so. It is said definitely that 
his reason is a desire not to embarrass 
Mr. Coolidge in carrying on his presi- 
dential campaign. Mr. Hoover did not 
feel this embarrassment as regards the 
preconvention campaign, and while 
there was the suggestion in some quar- 
ters at that time that he should resign, 
it was generally assumed that he would 
not think of doing so after he became 
the nominee. His running mate, Sen- 
ator Curtis, plans to hold onto his sen- 
atorial seat, it is pointed out, and the 
New York Governor plans to remain as 
such until he finds out whether or not 
he comes to the White House. 

Too, word is trickling out of the 
Summer White House at Srule that 
Mr. Coolidge would like to leave a s0- 
lution of the farm problem behind him 


The President will have another Con- 
gress to enact any legislation he may 
recommend. And it is believed the 
President had a definite plan in his 
desk when the last Congress adjourned, 


withholding it because of the situation [| 


existing at the time. . 

Everything considered, there are an 
increasing number of people who are 
beginning to wonder if Mr. Hoover Is 
willing to go further in farm relief 
than Mr. Coolidge. If this should de- 
velop to be the case Mr. Hoover will 
have been one of the most misrepre- 
sented men the country has known in 
a long time. He, along with Secretary 
Mellon, was always given full credit 
for Mr. Coolidge’s farm attitude, and 
it was for that reason, largely, that the 
farmers’ ire was directed at him. 


Visit to Brule Extended. 


In 60 far as Mr. Dawes’ invitation to 
Mr. Hoover is concerned, it is probably 
more his graciousness than any 
thought Mr. Hoover may have on farm 
relief. Incidentally, the meeting of the 
two men comes just at a time when a 
number of observers were consigning 
the Vice President to the realm of 
political desuetude. 

Mr, Dawes wanted to be the vice 
presidential nominee at Kansas City 
and strangely enough could have been 
had there been any one to give the 
assurance that he wanted it and would 
not turn it down. Mr. Hoover was 
willing to take him, so was Secretary 
Mellon and 60 was Senator Borah, a 
strange commentary on the preconven- 
tion argument that the farm stand of 
Lowden and Dawes precluded their 
getting any party recognition. 

It is noteworthy that Mr. Hoover 
will visit with Mr. Dawes, the Vice 
President, before he visits with the 
President. Mr. Dawes comes first in 
the line of travel, of course, but this 
stopping by to see him will not make 
for the betterment of relations between 
the nominee and the White House. The 
visit with the President, though, has 
been lengthened from a one-day stop 
to one of two days and a night. That 
is, Mr. Hoover will get into Brule Mon- 
day morning and leave Tuesday night. 
So it is not to be just a courtesy call on 
the President.

Death Is Denled. 


Oslo, Norway, July 11 (A.P.).—The 
Italian legation received a_ wireless 
message from the base ship Citta dl 
Milano, filed from Spitzbergen at 2 
o'clock this morning, denying reports 
of the death of Natale Ceccion!, motor 
chief of the dirigible Italia. 

Manifestations of popular joy marked | 
receipt of the news today that the 
tussian aviator, Chukhnovsky, had lo- 
cated the three men of the Nebile par- 
ty who had started to walk to land 
shortly after the crash of the airship. 

Capt. Otto Sverdrup, noted Arctic 
explorer, said that the finding of the 
men within a few miles of the Russian 
icebreaker Krassin gave him confi- 
dence that they would be saved. 

Some doubt was expressed as to 
whether Aviator Chukhnovsky had ac- 
tually discovered the Italla’s walking 
party or had discovered the party of 
three men, led by the Italian Alpine 
chasseur, Capt. Sora, who set out some 
time ago in an effort to reach the 
Foyn Island group. Capt. Sverdrup 
said he thought such a mistake was 
unlikely as the position given by the 
aviator was a considerable distance 
north of the route which Capt. Sora 
would have followed. 

The situation of the five men fre 
maining on the ice floe near Foyn Is- 
land ig causing great anxiety here in 
view of the possibility that the Kras- 
sin, which is trying to reach them, 
may be forced to return to Advent 
Bay for coal. Capt. Sverdrup expressed 
the belief that once the Krassin re- 
turned southward she would be unable 
again to reach the close vicinity of the 
marooned men. 


Went to Get Ald. 


(Associated Press.) 


The group of three men headed by 
Dr. Finn Malmgren, Swedish meteor- 
ologist, which previously has been re- 
ferred to as the walking party, had 
been missing and practically given up 
for lost ever since May 30 when they 
left the nine men of the Nobile group 
who had been thrown from the ice 
when the Italia’s gondola was smashed 
on May 25. . 

The purpose of the group was to 
reach the Kings Bay base to bring help 
back to their comrades who were 
stranded near Foyn Island in a tiny en- 
campment centered about a small red 
tent. 

Dr. Malmgren was widely experienced 
in life in the Arctic because of his pre- 
vious studies as a meteorologist in that 
region. While he was known to be well 
able to take care of himself and his two 
companions despite the Arctic hard- 
ships, it was feared that the handicap 
facing them was too great and that they 
never would be heard from. No definite 
word of them was heard from the time 
they left the other men. Several over- 
land expeditions equipped with dog 
teams were in constant search for them 
and the various planes which have 
scoured the district were on a constant 
lookout in an effort to trace them. 


Icebreaker’s Long Trip. 


The powerful icebreaker Krassin was 
sent North by the soviet government 
on June 11 to aid in the search for the 
missing men of the Italia. It left 
Leningrad for Kings Bay on June 15 
and arrived at Virgo Bay, North Spitz- 
bergen, on the 29th. Ever since then 
the ship has been battling ice floes in 
an effort to reach the castaways near 
Foyn Island. It was last reported about 
25 to 30 miles from the marooned men, 
making very slow progress toward them. 

With the softening of the ice, hope 
of rescuing the men by means of air- 
planes had decreased and the chief re- 
liance of the rescue expeditions had 
centered more and more on the ice- 
breaker. ;

New York-Virginia Man’s 
Gifts Total $75,000; Texan 
Donates $60,000. 


New York, July 11 (A.P.)—In his 
final report to the Democratic national 
committee, Jesse H. Jones, who retired 
today as director of finance, said that 
total receipts of the committee since 
January, 1925, had been $703,709.22. 
This, he added, was enough to pay off 
the 1924 campaign deficit, take cdre 
of other expenditures since then, and 
leave approximately $200,000 for the 
new campaign. 

Jones reported that of the total, 
$200,000 had come in as the convention 
fund raised by Houston citizens, $44,- 
000 was derived from convention pro- 
grams and concessions and 464,000 
was in contributions and collectible 
pledges. The 1924 deficit approximat- 
ed nearly $400,000. 

“The report showed Thomas F. Ryan, 
of New York and Virginia, as the 
heaviest contributor with a total of 
$75,000. Jones, who is a Houston 
millionaire, was listed as having con- 
tributed personally $60,000. Thomas B. 
Chadbourne, of New York, was credited 
with $30,000, and William F. Kenney, 
New York contractor and close friend 
of Gov. Smith, $25,000, the same 
amount contributed by Norman H. 
Davis, of New York, one time Under- 
secretary of State.

G. F. Flanders, sheriff at Swainsboro, 
was the first witness heard today. He 
declared he had received contributions 
from postmasters which he used to pay 
expenses at party conventions. He said 
he himself had been a postmaster for 
twenty years and had customarily con- 
tributed to Democratic and Republican 
parties alike. 

He said he had voted the Republican 
national ticket, but cast his ballot in 
the Democratic primary for local and 
State offices. 


Office Holders Held Grateful. 


Senator Brookhart appeared to think 
this odd, but Flanders asserted he 
would not let any party dictate his vote. 
He would always vote for the man and 
“not under party lash,” he said. He 
took occasion to flay “Tammany Hall,” 
saying he believed every man in the 
country should “rise up and cut down” 
the organization. 

“Yes, I received contributions and 
made them,” Flanders said. “I’m no 
grafter. If I had wanted to I could 
have sold every postoffice in my dis- 
trict. As to my contribution, I know 
the attitude of the oflficeholders—they 
are grateful.” 

At the outset today the committee 
issued:a statement in which it stated 
that the purpose of the investigation 
was not to cause postmasters to lose 
their. jobs. After adjourning today, the 
committee. announced that it would 
meet again tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o’clock in Washington to hear Post- 
master General New at his own 
request:

City on July 31. 


SOME SENATORS INDORSED 


The executive council of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor has been called 
to meet at Atlantic Oity July 31. The 
council meets four times annually, and 
special interest is attached to the com- 
ing one because of the political situa- 
tion. 

The council, it is said, will weigh 
the platforms of the two parties and is 
expected to issue a statement thereon. 

But when it comes to presidential 
candidates it is said the American Fed- 
eration of Labor as a body will keep 
hands off and will not indorse either 
Hoover or Smith.

HOT AND WET AIR AN HBALTH. 
HIS story deals with work in cot- 
ton factories. Since there are not 
many workers in such factories as 
Compared with the total population, 
most people who breeze through the 
headline and a few sentences that fol- 
low will feel like jumping to the right. 
* However, they may feel like sticking a 
little longer if they are told. that it 
has to do with questions of comfort 
sone health when the air is hot and 

et. 

Among workers in cotton factories 
there prevails a legend or notion, what- 
ever you want to call it, that working 
in hot, wet air is bad for the health, 
It causes rheumatism and many other 
Gisorders. Women dislike to work in 
laundries because the air there is often 
hot and wet, 


‘Dr. A. B. Hill investigated the cotton- 
weaving industry. In cotton weaving 
they have in idea that the air must be 
kept hot and moist élse the cotton 
‘ thread will break frequently and thus 
lessen the output. Many people hesi- 
tate about working in such factories 
because they have heard that hot, moist 
air is bad for the health. Dr. Hill 
concludes that the best air tempera- 
tures for health lie between 72.5 and 75 
degrees F., taken with the dry-bulb 
thermometer, and the best humidity is 
around 72.5. Most people regard these 
figures as a little high. 


Dr. Hill qualifies, however, by two 
statements. One is that the air should 
be kept constantly in motion by means 
of electric fans. The other is that the 
temperature and humidity must not be 
, “llowed to go much above the figures 
set. He advises that when the air in a 
cotton factory registers 80 on a wet- 
bulb thermometer the factory should 
shut down and the operatives should 
leave the premises. This secand quali- 
fication runs directly to the great prac- 


peratures as high as those given by 
Hill. Whenever the temperature is al- 
lowed to go to 75 and the humidity to 
the same figure they both are likely to 
quickly shoot to a level where great 
discomfort prevails. For this reason a 
lower temperature, say 68, and a lower 
humidity, say 50, are more practicable.

HARD LUCK. 


The fate of the schooner Rofa, smallest. of 
a fleet of four tiny vessels that sailed away 
from New York more than a week ago bound 
for Spain in competition for the Queen of 
Spain’s Cup, proves once again that new ways, 
especially in connection with things of the 
gea,’are not always best. The Rofa carried an 
unusual rig, one that never had been tested 
at sea. Calculated to give the Rofa the maxi- 
mum speed under good conditions, the gear 
was light and of such revolutionary design 
that there was no telling where weak spots 
might develop. The Rofa sailed along well 
until rough weather set in. Then, according 
to the story of her crew, both masts were Car- 
ried away and she was helpless. 

Fortunately, disaster overtook the Rofa be- 
fore she had reached that part of the sea in 
which rescue might have been impossible. She 
Was spotted by the steamer Tuscarora and 
taken in tow. Her passengers and crew were 
removed to the larger vessel, and during the 
night the Rofa broke away and sank. 

The other three tiny boats participating in 
the.race have not been reported. No fear is 
felt for their safety, however, for they are 
aianch, sturdy, conventional vessels, compe- 
.ently manned and thoroughly capable of com- 
pleting the journey to Spain. The larger ves- 
sels that followed a week later in competition 
for the King of Spain’s Cup are meeting varied 
weather conditions and degrees of success. It 
does not seem likely now that records will be 
broken in this race. Whether new records 
are established or not, however, these races 
are outstanding sporting events.

AN ARCTIC MIRACLE, 


No single happening of the many that have 
taken place since the Italia met with disaster 
in the Arctic has been more calculated to thrill 
the world than the news that Prof. Malmgren, 
Capt. Alberto Mariano and Capt. Filippo Zappi 
have been sighted. These three men were in 
the gondola of the dirigible when it crashed. 
They remained with Gen. Nobile and the other 
survivors for several days and then set out 
across the ice fields in an effort to reach land. 

No journey ever undertaken by man was 
more hazardous or thrilling. The story of 
their progress must have been marked by 
suffering and hardship every step of the way. 
It is impossible even to imagine how they 
sustained themselves during the more than 
40 days which intervened from the time that 
they left the Nobile party and were sighted 
by the Russian aviator, Chucknosky. They 
have in all probability died a thousand deaths 
yet something in them kept them going. 

The fragmentary report which reached the 
outside world says that the only chance of 
rescue is that the Russian icebreaker, Krassin, 
will be able to break through the 20 miles that 
separate the ship and the stranded men. Con- 
ditions about them are such that aerial rescue 
is a virtual impossibility. The world will hope 
that the courage which filled the three men 
when they set out to make their way to land 
will remain with them until the Krassin can 
bring them aid. Such brave men as they have 
proved themselves do not deserve to die just 
yet. 


FARMERS’ PURCHASING AGENTS. 


Marketing associations for farmers are bet- 
ter known in the United States than agencies 
which make a business of putting purchasing 
by farmers upon a cooperative basis. Despite 
its vast agricultura] importance, the United 
States has been behind some other countries 
in effecting organizations in this field. The 
loosely organized grange represents little of 
what is comprehended in such associations as 
that of the sweet potato growers of the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia, which undertakes the mar- 
keting of the crop upon a basis of common 
service. Purchasing agencies for farmers are 
a later development and seek to secure for 
the agriculturalist the savings of expert pur- 
chasing made in bulk. Some of these buying 
associations are affiliated with marketing as- 
sociations, while others specialize solely in 
making purchases of farmers’ requisites. 

These associations, operating from Illinois 
to Louisiana, from Indiana to Maryland, serve 
130,000 farmers, and did a business last year 
of not less than $30,Q00,000, the range of pur- 
chases running from poultry feeds to fertilizer. 
This cooperative industry represents a weaving 
together of the practical interests of those en- 
gaged in tilling the soil and the production of 
dairy products, so that the individual farmer 
is probably better trained in the sphere of his 
interests than any similar class anywhere in 
the world, not excepting the Russian farmer. 

The linking up of the farmers in their special 
fields of interest, through purchasing and mar- 
keting associations, suggests their growing 
solidarity as an industrial class, and makes 
wholly different, from what was the case in 
other days, his relationship to the vital matters 
of citizenship expectations, political as well as 
industrial. 


HIGH-PRICED BOOKS AND MSS. 


The phenomenal prices recently paid for the 
manuscript of ‘‘Alice’s Adventures in Wonder- 
land,” and for certain presentation printed 
copies of the same book deemed to be of ex- 
ceptional importance, have had fhe inevitable 
result of dragging from their hiding places 


and bringing into market evert nearly all the 
other existing presentation copies of ‘‘Alice”’ 
and other books by Lewis Carroll. But the 
first fine flush of enthusiasm had died down 
and the prices realized at an auction sale the 
other day, though substantial in themselves, 
must have been a distinct disappointment to 
owners who had had their hopes raised by the 
earlier experience of others. A figure of £98 
appears to have been the highest obtained and 
there were other prices running from £96 
down to £38. On the other hand, an auto- 
graph letter of four pages from Lewis Carroll 
to Tom Taylor, the playwright, regarding the 
title of ‘“‘Alice in Wonderland” was bid up to 
the handsome sum of £125. 

It must not, however, be supposed that rare 
books or manuscripts have in general lost 
their appeal or their power to command high 
prices. On the same day that “Alice’’ slumped 
so badly a presentation copy of Kipling’s 
‘Departmental Ditties and Other Verses” went 
to £780. The value of this book was enhanced 
by the fact that it had manuscript notes by the 
author explaining Indian words and phrases. 
At the same sale two copies of the Edinburgh 
editions of the poems of Robert Burns, one 
dated 1787 and the other 1793, fetched £600 
each, while Richard Brinsley Sheridan’s ‘‘The 
Spaniards in Peru,” 1798, the original draft 
of his one tragedy, ‘“‘Pizarro,’’ was not knocked 
down until a bid of £450 was forthcoming. 

A four-day sale realized a tota] of £32,702, 
showing that the written and the printed word, 
if old enough, or scarce enough, or dis- 
tinguished enough is still a valuable com- 
modity to possess. 


PRIMARY FLAWS. 


New Jersey is at the moment giving first- 
hand testimony of the hash which the direct 
primary may make of politicians and political 
methods. A legislative investigating commit- 
tee sitting at Jersey City has just obtained 
sufficient testimony of mixed voting there in 
the May primary to give the attorney general 
and the grand jury considerable work to do.

witnesses were examined, nearly all of the 
good-enough Democrats to hold jobs under the 
Jersey City administration.

The breakdown which the party system of 
government experiences under such circum- 
stances is obvious. If a sufficient number of 
such converted voters are used, it is entirely 
possible that a candidate may be named who 
fails in any respéct to represent the party 
under whose auspices he is seeking office. 
The practice is, moreover, hard to detect. It 
just happened that in Jersey City the change- 
ling voters were s0 little concerned with what 
they did that they discussed their conversion 
freely. The primary is ordinarily hedged 
about with the same secrecy that surrounds an 
election. It would be possible for the leaders 
to give the word for a temporary party switch 
and the authorities never become aware of the 
fact. New Jersey. fortunately, has laws to 
cover conditions such as are now being dis- 
closed. Their enforcement will improve a bad 
situation, but the primary system needs an 
even more drastic cure. It has failed to demon- 
strate its worth as an expression of public 
opinion. 


WILLS VS. LENGLEN. 


Mists Helen Wills has 
much her own way 


had matters pretty 
upon the foreign tennis 
courts this summer. Unquestionably she has 
reached a position of absolute and un- 
challenged supremacy in. the world of women’s 
tennis. But one other woman, Mile. Suzanne 
Lenglen, has reached similar heights in recent 
years. Naturally interest has been created as 
a result of Miss Wills’ play in a match between 
the two outstanding women stars. Mile. 
Lenglen turned professional several years ago 
to join C. C. Pyle’s touring troupe of tennis 
luminaries and under the rules that govern 
amateur tennis a match between a professiunal 
and an amateur is not easily arranged. 

Miss Wills has expressed a desire to meet 
Mile. Lenglen in exhibition play “‘if the match 
could be arranged under the auspices of the 
United States Lawn Tennis Association.” The 
French star has made no statement The 
French Lawn Tennis Association, however, has 
said publicly that it will not issue a permit for 
such a match and it is likely that this position 
will be echoed by the American Association. 
The possibility of the match seems to be most 
remote, therefore, despite the fact that 
amateur tennis players throughout the world, 
impressed by the obviously increased power of 
Miss Wills’ game, would be inclined to cut red 
tape and rules to permit a match between the 
present world’s champion and the only fem- 
inine player Who was ever considered her 
superior. 

The obstacles in'the light of such a match 
are largely technical and trivial. The dividing 
line between amateurism and professionalism 
at best, sketchily drawn and of late the 
governing bodies of the various sports have 
been called upon frequently to decide the 
status of numerous players. In every branch 
of sport, with the exception of golf, contact on 
the playing field between amateur and pro- 
fessional endangers the good standing of the 
former. Hundreds of amateurs, however, find 
themselves involved in situations that make a 
ruling by the governing body necessary if their 
standing is to be preserved. Miss Wills does 
not fall in this category. Her simon-pure 
amateurism is beyond question. Yt she is not 
permitted to meet Mile. Lenglen in an open 
and above board exhibition match because the 
governing bodies of tennis take the position 
that such a match would contaminate her 
amateurism. 

An exception might be made in this par- 
ticular case, especially in view of the fact that 
the entire situation as regards contact 
tween amateurs and professionals upon the 
playing field seems to be absurd. The U. S. 
L. T. A., however, is an autocratic and dicta- 
torial body. It probably believes that refusal 
of permission to meet Miss Wills would be just 
punishment upon Suzanne Lenglen for having 
had the temerity to turn professional. What 
a spectacle a match between Little Poker Face 
and the fiery Frenchwoman would be, how- 
ever, if it could be arranged! 
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DANGER AHEAD. 


There are those who wonder whether Mrs. 
Charles W. Williams, of Flushing, N. Y., is not 
starting something she later may regret. Mrs. 
Williams one of Flushing’s foremost 
mosquito exterminators and as the result of 
antimosquito campaigns conducted during the 
last two seasons she is able to sit on her porch 


at night with some degree of comfort. 
Mosquitoes still drift in occasionally, however, 
and Mrs. Williams has been searching for a 
method whereby she might exterminate them 
completely. Acting upon the theory of fighting 
fire with fire, she decided some time ago that 
the best way her ambitions could be fulfilled 
lay in discovering a breed of cannibal 
mosquitoes that could be introduced to Flush- 
ing to devour the indigenous variety. Dr. Jean 
Legendre, of Paris, breeds such ferocious in- 
sects and Mrs. Williams has received a letter 
advising her, that he can supply as many as 
she needs. : 

This summer Mrs. Williams is going to 
France to bring back a contingent of cannibal 
mosquitoes. The usual questions have been 
raised. It has been proved beyond doubt that 
Dr. Legendre’s cannibals devour French mos- 
quitos.

BANKERS ASK BUREAUS. | 
FOR FARMS’ FINANCING 


Mortgage Association Starts 
Plan to Bring About Uni- 
form Laws in States. 


DISTRICT STOCKS STRONG 


Formation of mortgage associations 
in each of the larger cities of the coun- 
try and establishment of local fact- 
finding bureaus to assist in arriving at 
dependable valuations is advised in a 
“Program of Procedure” published yes- 
_terday by the board of governors of 
the Mortgage Bankers Association of 


America, following a Nation-wide study 
of real estate mortgage investment. 
B. F. Saul, president of the B. F. Saul 
Co. of this city, represented Washington 
on thse research committee whose pub- 
iished findings led the board to adopt 
the definite program. The procedure 
recommended by the asociation will be 
applicable to 400 member banks and in- 
vestment houses, located in 40 States. 
The report is a first step toward bet-

Miscellaneous freight loading for the 
week totaled 391,967 cars, a decrease of 
9,619 cars below the corresponding 
week last year, and 7,071 below the 
same week in 1926.

Johfiny Gibson, 
400-meter hurdling star, had his 
own band to wish him well to the 
last. The New Jersey boy was 
piped over the side by a fife and 
drum corps representing his home 
club, the Bloo:afield Catholic 
Lyceum. 


One of the 86 track and field stars 
getting a big hand was Charley Pad- 
dock, the sprinter whose status as a 
Member of the team was jeopardized at 
the eleventh hour by the raising of a 
question as to whether his amateur 
standing had been marred by his mo- 
tion picture efforts. Paddock was given 
@ clean bill of health and he was the 
recipient of many erthusiastic slaps 
on his broad back as he boarded the 
President Roosevelt 

Lawson Robertson, head coach of the 
track and field team, was one of the 
last of the 475 passengers to go aboard. 
He had been assured much earlier that 
all his stars were safely on _ board. 
Concerning his athletes, “Robbie” said 
tersely: “It’s a good team.” 

The track and field coach was in 
good spirits as were the other managers 
and coaches. C. W. Streit. jr., of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., manager of the wres- 
tling team, was at the boat to tell the 
matmen good-by. He will follow on a 
later boat. 

“This is the best wrestling team I 
have ever seen,” said “Bill.” He an- 
nounced the selection of H L. Edwards, 
former Naval Academy football star 
and a wrestler in the 19l-pound class, 
as captain of the wrestling team.

Head of College Body 
Denies A A U Juris- 


diction Over Team.

EW YORK, July 11 (A.P.).—Gen. 

Palmer E, Pierce, president of the 

National Collegiate Athletic As« 
sociation, entered the Olympic éligibil- 
ity squabble today, taking the part of 
George W. Wightman, who résigned 
from the Olympic committee after the 
dispute concerning Charley Paddock’s 
amateur status. Gen. Pierce sent the 
following telegram to Gen, Douglas 
McArthur, chairman of the Olympic 
committee, just before he sailed with 
the team. 


“Press credits you with statement 
that Olympic committee is without 
jurisdiction to decide status of athlete 
to represent United States in Olympic 
games since this authority is vested in 
governing body of the sport in which 
athlete competes. In this connection 
your attention is invited to the fact 


that the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association dots not admit that ama- 
teur Athletic Union is a national sports 
governing body with authority over 
college athletics. It adopted a resolu- 
tion that the American Olympic Asso- 
clation Has complete jurisdiction over 
all matters pertaining to representation 
of the United States in Olympic games, 
as provided for in Article 2 of its con- 
stitution. In a discussion of the reso- 
lution it was brought out that colleges 
believed the sélection of worthy repre- 
sentatives of United States is one of 
the most important duties of American 
Olympic committee. It seems . ost re- 
grettable that the decision of the selec- 
tions committee, representing American 
Olympic committee, has not been up- 
held. In my opinion resignation of 
George W. Wightman for reasons given 
in his telegram to you was justified.

Five designs, one of them submitted 
By a local firnt, have been selected out 
ef 73 designs submitted in the com- 
petition for the completion of the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier at Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, it was an- 
Bounced yesterday at the War Depart- 
ment, 

The jury of award, appointed by the 
department to supervise the competi- 
tion, in a report to Maj. Gen. B. PF, 
Cheatham, quartermaster general of 


the Army, selected the designs submit- 
ted. by the following: 

Horace W. Peaslee, architect; Carl 
Mose, sculptor, and Charles Eliot 2d, 
Jandscape architect, of 1228 Connecti- 
out avenue nurthwest; Schweinfurth, 
Ripley & LeBoutillier, of Boston, Mass.: 
Thomas Hudson Jones, sculptor, and 
Lorimer Rich, architect, of New York 
City, N. Y.; Harry Stemfold, registered 
architect; Boris Riaboff, associate, and 
Gaetana Cecere, sculptor, of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., and James Earl Fraser, 
sculptor, and Edgerton Swartwout, 
architect, of New York City. 


Members of Jury. 


The award jury consisted of Charles 
A. Coolidge, of Boston, Mass.; Paul P. 
Crets, of Philadelphia, Pa., and D. H. 
Burnham, of Chicago, Ill., represent- 
ing the American Institute of Archi- 
tects; Mrs. Williaa D. Rock, of Phila- 
delphia, representing the Gold Star 
Mothers, and Col. Hanford MacNider, 
former Assistant Secretary of War, of 
Mason City, Iowa, representing the 
American Legion. 

The 73 designs submitted in the con- 
test are now on ehxibition in the 
Quartermaster Museum in the Muni- 


tions Building, Nineteenth and B 
streets northwest, and will remain 
there for inspection by the public for 
the next ten days. 

In accordance with the instruction 
of Gen. Cheatham, the drawings were 
submitted without the semblance of 
an identification mark. With each set 
of drawings the competitor inclosed 
a sealed envelope which contained the 
mame and address of the designer. 

As the drawings were received they 
were assigned numbers and a corre- 
sponding number was placed on the 
envelope. In that manner the designs 
were submitted to the jury. 


Must Restudy Designs. 


The five selected competitors will be 
required to restudy their designs and 
to prepare designs which will show the 
memorial in full. Each of the com- 
petitors will be paid $500 for his work 
upon receipt of the models at the office 
of the quartermaster general. 

From the designs resubmitted, the 
jury will select the bes: and most suit- 
able design, the author of which will 
be assigned as architect for the memo- 
rial’s completion. 

After any necessary revisions to meet 
the requirements of the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery Commission, the 
American Battle Monuments Commis- 
sion and the National Commission of 
Fine Arts, the Secretary of War will 
be called upon for approval and the 
design will be final. As soon as funds 
become available, a formal contract 
will be made with the winner of the 
contest. 

The authorized total cost of the 
memorial and of the designs by an act 
of Congress approved a year ago, is 
limited to $50,000 and it is estimated 
that of this sum, $44,000 will be avail- 
able for the actual erection of the 
memorial. , 


Suit to Save Rooms 
Already Gone, Fails 


Justice Jennings Bailey in Equity 
Court yesterday declined to prevent the 
demolition of rooms 4 and 5 in prem- 
ises 1423 F street northwest, when the 
entire building had been demolished 
and hauled away. Several buildings in 


this section have been torn down to 
make way for the new store of Julius 
Garfinckel. 

The applicant for the injunction was 
Lorenzo G. Warfield, a tax attorney, 
who occupied rooms 4 and 65 prior to 
the issuance of an order by Garfinckel 
to Charles H. Tompkins & Co., con- 
tractors, to tear down the buildings. 
At the request of Frank J. Hogan and 
Edmund L. Jones, counsel for Gar- 
finckel and the other defendants, Jus- 
tice Bailey signed an order overruling 
Warfield’s motion for a temporary in- 
junction on the ground that rooms 4 
and 5 were not in existence when 
service was had on the defendants. 


Navy Lets Contracts

The Navy Department yesterday an- 
nounced making two contracts for the 
purchase of aircraft. With the Glenn 
L. Martin Co., of Cleveland, Ohio, the 
department contracted for one model 
of experimental torpedo and bombing 
airplane, with information data and 
drawings at a total cost of $80,000. 

Thirty-one training planes and spare 
parts, at a total cost of $301,158.40, 
are to be purchased from the Curtiss 
Aeroplane & Motor Co., Inc., of Garden 
City, N. J., according to the terms of 
the second contract.

Trade Board to Join 
Fight on Coal Rates 


A conference ! to be held Friday 
morning at the Racquet Club, between 
C. Phillips Hill, chairman of the com- 


mittee on industrial interests; Robert 
J. Cottrell, executive secretary of the 
Board of Trade, and 'S. C. “4iggins, 
representing the New River Coal Oper- 
ators, to formulate a protest against 
the increase of 29 cents in freight 
rates from the West Virginia and 
Southern coal fields to Washington.

GRANT PLANS OPENING 


Resort for Colored Is to Be 
Ready for Use on Sat- 
urday, He Says. 


PROTESTS ARE DISCUSSED 


The new swimming pool for colored 
persons at. Twenty-fifth and N streets 
northwest, adjoining the Francis Junior 
High School, will be opened at 10 
o’clock Saturday morning, Lieut, Col. 
U. S. Grant 3d, director of public 
buildings and public parks, yesterday 
announced. Representatives of organ- 
izations which protested against the 
appointment of S. T. Kimball, a white 
man, as superintendent of the pool 
met with Col. Grant yesterday after- 
noon and discussed the problem. 

The meeting was held at the invita- 
tion of Col. Grant and each of the rep- 
resentatives was furnished with a state- 
ment, containing rules governing the 
pool and its personnel. The statement 
declared that careful consideration had 
been given the protests with indica- 
tions that the protestants are laboring 
under “some misapprehension.” 

In the statement, Col. Grant declared 

that “it is expected to find a colored 
man to take charze of the office and 
supervisory duties. As r-pidly as he 
shows his special fitness for the job his 
responsibilities will be increased and 
eventually it is expected to make him 
superintendent of the pool.” The other 
positions at the pool, such as life 
guards, engineer, swimming instructors 
and attendants, will be filled by color- 
ed persons. The pool is the first of two 
being constructed this year. When the 
second pool is completed, according to 
the statement, it is expected that Mr. 
Kimball will organize that pool. The 
statement paid tribute to Mr. Kimball, 
who was athletic director at Central 
High School for fifteeu years. 
The new pool will be opened daily 
from 7 until 11 o’clock in the morning 
and 2.30 until 6.30 o’clock in the after- 
noons, On Sundays and holidays the 
pool will be operated in the afternoons 
from 2:30 until 6:30 o’clock. The pool 
has a capacity of 300 persons at a time. 
To cover wperation expenses an admis- 
sion fee of 10 cents will be charged. 
Admission with swimming privileges, 
including the checking of clothes, use 
of towel and soap will cost 25 cents 
and bathing suits will be rented for 15 
cents each.

FREED PRISONER HELD 
IN AUTO-THEFT CASE 


Charles H. Stroble Willing to 
Go Back to Harrisburg, Pa., 
and Face Charges. 


Charles Henry Stroble, 24 years old, 
504 G street northeast, again appeared 
in Police Court yesterday.

TRACTION MAN EXPLAINS 
FARE RAISE. PROPOSHL 


Board of Trade Committee 
Told That Increase Would 
Benefit Capital. 


HEBERLY OUTLINES NEEDS 


In the event the application of the 
Capital Traction Co. for an increase in 
street car fares is approved by the 
Public Utilities Commission, Washing- 
ton would greatly benefit from the im- 
proved financial condition of the come- 
pany, J. A. Heberly, assistant to the 
president of the traction company yes- 
terday told the sub-committee on pub- 
lic utilities of the Board of Trade. 

Mr. Heberly appeared before the sube- 
committee to give them figures of the 
proposed increase to assist the group 
in its study to determine merits of 
the application, for an increase in fare, 
The street railway officials declared 
that the application was for relief 


from the mounting operating expenses 
of the company and to earn a suffie 
cient return to pay a 7 per cent divi- 
dend to the stockholders. They are 
asking for a flat fare of 8 cents cash, 
or ten cents cash with four tokens for 
30 cents. 

The present fare of 8 cents or six 
tokens for 40 cents for the past for 
years has not yielded sufficient rev 
nue to pay the 7 per cent dividend on 
the capital stock, said Mr. Heberly. He 
said that the dividend rate had been 
maintained from the surplus created 
by. the heavy business done by the 
company just after the World War; but 
now the finances of the company had 
so depleted that it was vital for them 
to obtain relief and keep its good 
credit standing. 

If the fare increase is granted, and 
if Congress approves the proposed 
merger agreement, Mr. Heberly dee 
clared it was stipulated that the come 
pany would return to the present fare 
rate for 12 months after the merger 
was effective. 

Mr. Heberly said the company had 
capital stock of $12,000,000, and bonds 
outstanding of about $6,000,000. The 
Capital stock, he said, is held hy about 
2,250 stockholders, and the largest 
single holding about 4,500 shares. He 
said that his company last year earned 
about 5.96 on its capital stock, but 
since 1921 has been paying the 7 per 
cent rate. He declared that why the 
company has or has not been paying 
7 per cent dividends, he characterized 
as “nobody’s business.” 

Explaining the three different bus 
services the company maintains, Mr, 
Heberly said the parlor buses on the 
Chevy Chase and Cleveland Park 
routes were paying, but the owl and 
feeder buses were costing the company 


| money. Last year he stated the feeder 


lines lost approximately $29,700. 
A. K. Shipe, chairman of the come 
mittee, presided.
